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WORLD  LARD  PRODUCTION, 
TRADE  AND  OUTLOOK 


Production 


World  lard  production  for  I96I  in  the  major  producing  countries  is  esti- 
mated at  7^350  million  pounds,  up  2  percent  from  7^210  million  pounds 
in  i960. 

U.S.  production  dropped  for  the  second  straight  year.    In  I96I,  hog 
slaughter  was  dora  2  percent,  while  average  yield-per-hog  increased 
slightly.    Slaughter  is  expected  to  rise  I-I/2  percent  in  19^2,  indi- 
cating larger  lard  production. 

Output  in  South  America  was  unchanged  from  I96O  as  the  drop  in  Argentina 
was  offset  "by  gains  elsewhere  in  Latin  America. 

Western  European  production  continued  at  record  levels.    Further  in- 
crease seems  likely  over  the  next  few  years  in  response  to  the  favorable 
stimulus  of  the  Common  Market's  agricultural  policy. 

Production  was  reported  to  be  up  about  ij-l/2  percent  in  Eastern  Europe 
with  most  of  the  gain  centered  in  Poland  and  Yugoslavia,    Soviet  pro- 
duction is  estimated  to  have  risen  sharply  in  recent  years  as  hog  numbers 
and  pork  production  have  increased. 

World  lard  production  will  probably  increase  again  in.1962  because  of 
higher  output  in  the  United  States,  Europe,  and  the  U,S.S.Il. 


Trade 


World  lard  exports  in  I96I  were  estimated  at  729  million  pounds,  down 
a'oout  20  percent  from  I96O. 

U.S.  e>cports  totaled  hl9  million  pounds,  one-third  less  than  in  I96O, 
and  accounted  for  57  percent  of  world  exports.  In  recent  years,  U.S. 
exports  have  averaged  about  70  percent  of  all  lard  entering  world  trade. 

The  Netherlands,  second  largest  exporter,  increased  its  exports  to 
ihk  million  pounds.    Larger  amounts  went  to  Cuba  after  U.S.  shipments 
ceased  in  July  I96I.    The  Netherlands  exports  accounted  for  nearly  20 
percent  of  world  trade  in  I96I,  up  from  I3  percent  in  I96O. 

France,  third  ranked  exporter,  continued  to  expand  lard  exports  in 
1961  and  shipped  97  million  pounds,  3  percent  more  than  I96O. 

U.S.  exports  dropped  one-third  from  I96O.  The  Cuban  market  was  closed 
after  ^+3  million  pounds  were  shipped  through  July  I96I.  Cuba  formerly 
accounted  for  an  annual  average  of  175  million  pounds. 

The  U.K.  market  increased  in  importance  though  not  in  size  dxiring  I961. 
The  United  Kingdom  formerly  took  from  one-fourth  to  nearly  one-half  of 
U.S.  lard  exports.    In  I96I,  although  the  total  amount  taken  V7as 
smaller,  two-thirds  of  U.S.  lard  exports  went  to  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
proportion  may  be  somewhat  higher  in^l962  since  other  traditional  mar- 
kets vn.ll  probably  remain  about  the  same,  and  there  is  no  large  alter- 
native market  to  replace  Cuba. 

The  United  Kingdom  purchased  20  percent  less  lard  from  the  United  States 
in  1961.    U.S.  prices  were  relatively  high  during  the  early  months, 
encouraging  substitutions  by  margarine  manufacturers  and  other  end  users. 
Prices  became  more  competitive  by  midyear,  and  exports  to  the  United 
Kingdom  picked  up,  although  not  enough  to  offset  the  earlier  declines. 

For  the  first  5  months  of  1962,  U.S.  lard  exports  totaled  I79  million 
pounds,  2  million  pounds  under  the  5 -month  total  last  year.  Shipments 
to  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  5 -month  period  were  lk9  million  (83 
percent  of  the  total)  up  37  percent  from  January -May  I961. 


Outlook 

Total  trade  in  lard  will  probably  remain  at  about  the  same  level  as  I96I. 
U.K.  imports  are  currently  running  nearly  1+0  percent  above  I96I,  off- 
setting decreased  Cuban  imports.    Other  importing  countries  are  expected 
to  purchase  about  the  same  amounts  as  in  I961. 
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In  the  long  run,  U.S.  lard  exports  may  "be  shajrply  reduced.    The  United 
Kingdom  is  currently  negotiating  with  raember  countries  the  provisions 
under  which  it  will  join  the  European  Economic  Community.    U.S.  lard 
now  enters  the  United  Kingdom  duty-free.    Under  the  proposed  common 
agricultural  policy,  the  common  external  tariff  for  lard  will  be  20  per- 
cent ad  valorem.    Lard  will  also  "be  subject  to  a  complicated  variable 
levy  and  gate  price  system.    V/ith  no  duty  on  trade  between  members, ■  U.S. 
lard  will  face  an  almost  insurmountable  barrier  unless  more  satisfactory 
arrangements  can  be  negotiated. 

It  is  not  likely  that  the  Commpn  Market  with  the  United  Kingdom  as  a 
member  vrLll  be  self-sufficient  in  lard.    However,  U.S.  lard  would  hardly 
find  a  market  in  the  EEC  before  all  exportable  surpluses  v/ere  shipped 
from  France,  the  Netherlands,  Belgium,  and  possibly  Denmark,  now  also 
seeking  membership  in  the  Community.
